'I'hesc rcrna)k,s luui Uil^ accompanying amendments iire responsive to Ihc Office Action 
made fm.il :intl <laied ScplcnU>or 22, 2005. A pelition and fee for a ihrcc-moiilh extension of 
time acco]np:iny tltis response ;ilong with a Request for Continued l:xaminaLion (RCB). Tlic 
Oftlcc Action rtiJecLod Ciaims I-IO under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by United States 
puteiU unnU)cr 6,:^24M5 issued to Young ct ciL (tl)o patent hereinafter referred to as "Youn^"), 
OF these chiims. Claims 1 and 6-U) arc independent. By this amendment, Claims 1. 6, 7 an<l 9 
are amcude^l an(l remain in independent fonn. 

In J^upporl of the rejection, iho Hxamincr offei-s the reasoning provided in Sectionii 3 
tfuough y of the Ol'ricc Action, which is similar to the reasoning provided in Sections 1 througli 
7 of the prior Ofdce Action daled March 25, 2005. After presenting some areas in which Iho 
Applicants' rcspcctlully iraverse this reasoning, the Applicants will then present some reasoning 
to Jitldrcss section 10 of the Ofdce Action cnlhled "Response to Arguments' in which the Office 
Action addressed sinular reasoning provided in our Amendment "B". 

For example, Section 4 of the Office Actions states that "a subscriber information 
niauageoienl apparatus that manages subscriber infonu^ition of the invention is equivalent to 
**SlM 35 and SIM memory %5W" of Young (sec h'ncs 2 through 4 of Section 4). However, it is 
dear from Ftguies 2, II, 17 ;ind 21 of Young that SIM 35 and SIM memory 35b are not a 
''subscriber information management apparatus that manages subscriber information" but instead 
;uo simply n^cuiorics that tuc loaded to the handset 2. hi addition, the applicants continue to 
traver>;o the rcjectiot\ under the same reasoning as provided in response lo the prior Office 
Action. Accordingly, All previous arguments made in Amendment "B" are incorporated herein. 

2, Re: Sections tO 
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In Llio "KospDiiso to AtgLinicnls" section nfihe orilce Action, ihe OHicc Action contends 
(hat iMgUix: 21 of YoLii^g disclose thai "srnart caid" reader 33 receives second .snicirl cnrd (SIM) 
35 storing second user informalion. 

lUwuvcr, referring to col. 17 lines 35-67 of Young, iiscrlcrminals can be loaded a SIM 
cnrd and i\ credit cnrd (mngtietic sLripe cnrd), and be used primarily for outgoing cidls in the 
manner of ;i piiypj)one. Accordingly, from this teaching of Young, one of ordinary skill in the nrl 
would not infer UuU the credit cnrd stores snbscribcr identity to be sent to said subscriber 
infonnnlion tnan:^i>emenl apparuUis. - 

Fudhennore, the Ofike Action slates that col. 2 lines 3-12, col. 12 Imcs 12-25 and coh 
16 lines 13-25 of Yonnt; discloses "lr;msniiuini» means for transnutting, when said detecting 
rncaitH detcels tit least iwo recording media, llrsl subscriber identity information corrcsponchnt^ to 
u fust recordinij mediuni along with second subscriber identity information corresponding to a 
newly delected recording medium to said subscriber information management apparatus" ns 
recited in many of Ihc amended claims, 

I Jowcvcr, liie deseriplion of coL Z tines 3-12 of Young describes only HLR and VLR of 
GSM, Tlie description of col. 12 lines 12-25 of Young describes only that date stored in 
ilalahasc station 15 (sirch as MLR) is used when call between one mobile user and another is 
schip. The description of coh 16 lines ] 3-25 of Young describes only that subscriber identity in 
SIM 35 i5 stored in a store 330 of mobile platform, 

I'Utdier, iho Onicc vXction slates llmL eol. 9 lines 9-18 and col. 10 lines 24-32 of Youni^; 
discloses ''receiving mcuns for receiving said first subscriber identity infomiation along with said 
• ' second sub^^criher identity information from said mobile terminal" as recited in many of the 
cbinis. 
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However, the dcncripLiou of col 9 lines 0-18 of Young describes only that stove 54 (sncli 
OS 1 (UK) indicalcA slatus ofeacb subscriber lerminal apparatus 2. The dcsciiplion of coK 10 linos: 
24 -32 o.r Youmi; dosciihc!? only that ihc status of cncli appamtus 2 (i.e. "locar' or "global'*) is 
5itorul in the fjiuros 54. 

'Ihcreforc, Ihc 35 U,S.C. 102(c) rejcclion should be withdrawn, and withdrawal is 
rc?;pcctfully roqncsicd. In the event tbat the Rxcnnintir finds rcmiiinin^ impediment to a prompt 
;)lIow;uice of this application that may be clarified through a tclcphoi^e interview, the Hxaminc'r 
is requested to contact the undersigned attorney.
